This man had been, for some time, 
seeking alter truth. A pious mer- 
chant bad given him the book of Com- 
mon Prayer. This was the chief in- 
strument in his conversion. The two 
answers, respecting our ‘ Duty to- 
ward God” and our “Duty toward our 
neighbour,” struelk him forcibly. He 
learned much of the prayers, and the 
Chatechism, by heart. At first, how- 
ever, he was greatly averse to bap- 
tism ; and urged, that be could serve 
God in private, and even promote his 
causé more, while he refrained from 
the open profession of Christianity. — 
The Chaplain pointed out, from Mark 
xvi. 16, and John iii. the necessity of 
attending to ** the outward and visible 
sign,” as well asto “the inward and 
spiritual grace.” 

The Bramin then left him, acknow- 
ledging that he spoke truth : but ab- 
sented himself for a considerable 
time, when he again went to the pi- 
ous merchant, saying, he had been 
very ill, and now found that none but 
Christ could save him. He would, 
therefore, give up all for Christ. 

After much intercourse with him, 
the Chaplain asked him, ‘* Are you 
willing to be baptized >,—Yes: | 
have no other Lord, no other Saviour, 
but Jesus Christ. He is God, and 
my God.” 

‘‘What makes you think him God?” 
“Why Sahib I dont know how many 
times ] have been in this world, or 
whether born at all before this time,” 
alluding to theircommon belief of the 
transmigration of souls; * but I have 
continued a great sinner. I dont 


know how long, Sahib, but from my 
very being born, 1 was a sinner, I be- 
lieve, and Iwent to Jaggernaut, and 
to Benares, and here and there, to 
povjah (Worship) ; but I was still ve- 
ry bad, Sabib, very great sinner — 
WhenI found no good among Hin- 
doo’s worship, I went to Musselman’s, 
to Lucknow,” mentioning a great 
Mahomedan Doctor there, “to in- 
quire ; but found no good in Muassle- 
man’s religion, but all bad, very bad. 
Then | met with the Ten Cossmend- 
ments, and thesetwo, my ‘ Duty to- 
ward God,’ and, my ‘ Duty toward 
my neighbor” This my heart say 
good, very good. This is Jesus 
Christ’s word, and I pray to him for 
his grace, and he give me understand. 
ing. Now I know true God, my 
heart love his word: Ino more love 
sin, or bad wav: therefore I know 
Jesus Christ is God.” 

“ What do you think will be, 
death 2?°—* I shall goto God: what 
else Sahib 2 Now he has given me 
grace, Iam all light within: will he 
put light with darkness again 2? No! 
I sha}! go to God after death.” 


* And wiil you forsake your family 
and friends >»—"" My father, Sahib, 
very old: he wash in Ganges, and 
poojah. Icannot help him, but I will 
love him : I will honer him, és Jesus 
Christ’s-word is.§ Oh! Oh! Ob! LI 
eannot help him, but I will make 
prayer for him. I must follow my 
Lord Christ! There is no Saviour 
but he! Hindoos, Musslemans, al! 
worsifip devils!” With more to this 
effect ; adding, “ Ever since I was 
with you, Sahib, my heart was full; 
and now, if you please, I will be bap.

After prayer, they separated. Next 
day, the Chaplain asked, “ Well, 
have you thought much on this mat- 
ter ; and are you willing to forsake 
all for Christ ?’»—* [ have made much 
prayer to God, for his Grace ; and 
now I will forsake all for my Lord 
Christ. You will pray, Sahib, that 
he will wash me, and make me clean: 
you will mention before him, for the 
old sinner, a very great sinner, an old 
rogue, very bad, very bad sinner,” 
with emotion, “ that he will save me, 
and give grace, that k may love him 
with all my heart. I cannot keep 
his commandments without his grace; 
but I will pray always, and love him, 
and cleave to him,” laying hold of his 
own garinent with eagerness, to ex- 
press the solicitude of his mind, to 
adhere to Christ : ** and I will always 
speak truth, and take care of my 
words ?” all this, and on every occa- 
sion, with the expressive action of the 
natives, who have more action even 
than the French in conversation. 

At the time of Administering the 
Ordinance, he made the responses 
from the Book of Common Prayer 
with much feeling. When addressed, 
he shewed the most lively attention, 
and was very earnest in the prayers 
ef the Church. After the service, he 
shook hands with all present; ex- 
pressing with tears his thankfulness 
tu God for his mercy to so great a 
sinner, and said he would serve hiin 
for ever, and devote all his time to 
learning his Word more perfectly, 
that he might instruct others. 


BAPTISM OF A CHINESE. 


Extract of a letter from the Rev. 
Mr. Morrison, Missionary in 
China. 

Tsax-a-No desires baptism. His 
Written confession respecting himself 
is as follows : 

« Jesus making atonement for us is 
the blessed sound. Language and 
thought are both inadequate to ex- 
baust the gracious and admirable 


goodness of the intention of Jesus. fF 
now believe in Jesus, and rely on his | 
merit to obtain the remission of sin. [ 
IT have sins and defects, and without | 


faith in Jesus for the remission of sins 
should be eternally miserable. Now 
that we have heard of the forgiveness 
ofsins through Jesus, we ought with 
all our hearts to rely on his merits. 
ile who does not do so is not a good 
man. I by no means rely on my own 
goodness. When I reflect and ques- 
tion inyself, I perceive that from child- 
hood till now I have had no strength— 
no mirit—no learning. Till this my 


27th year I have done nothing to an- | 


swer to the goodness of God in giving 
me existence in this world as a human 
being. Ihave not recompensed the 
kindness of ny parents, my relations, 
my friends. Shalll repine! Shall I 
hope in my own good deeds! I entire.

upon God for the remission of sin. | 


also aiways pray to God to confer up- 
on me the Holy Spirit.” 

He isthe son of a second concu- 
bine. His father’s wife died with- 
out children, when he was 2l, he 
came to my house, and heard me 
talk of Jesus, but says he did not well 
understand whatf meant. That was 
my first year in China. Three years 
after, when I could speak better, and 
could write, he understood better 
and being employed by his brother in 
superintending the New ‘Testament 
for the press, he saysthat he began 
to see thatthe merits of Jesus were 
able to save all men, inall ages and 
nations, and hence he listened to and 
believed in him. 

Hlis natural temper is not good, 
He often disagreed with his brother 
and other domestics; and I thought 
it betterthat he should retire from 
my service. He however continued 


whenever he was within a few mileg. 


to come to worship onthe Sabbath 
day. 

He prayed earnestly morning and 
evening, and read the decalogue ae 
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contained in the Catechism. He saya 
that from the decalogue and instruc- 
tion of friends, he saw his great and 
manifold errors—that his nature was 
wrong—that he had been -unjust, and 
that he had not fulfilled his duty to 
his friends or other men. His know- 
ledge of course is very limited, and 
his views perhaps obscure, but I hope 
that his faith in Jesus is sincere, [| 
took for my guide what Philip said 
to the Eunuch, “If thou believest 
with all thine heart, thou mayest” be 
baptized. O that at the great day 
he may prove to have been a brand 
plucked out of the burning. May God 
be glorified in his eternal salvation. 

He writes a tolerably good hand. 
His father was a man of some proper- 
ty, which he lost by the wreck of a 
junk in the China seas returning 
trom Batavia. ‘Tsae-a-ko, when at 
school, was often unwell, and did not 
make so much progress as his broth- 
er T’sae-a heen, who is with me.— 
‘sae a-heen is mild and judicious, but 
is, I fear, in his heart, opposed to the 
gospel. His attendance to preaching 
on the Lord’s Day is also constant— 
but insincerity and want of truth are 
vices which cling to the Chinese 
character. 

Ata spring of water, issuing from 
the foot ofa lofty hill by the sea side, 
away from human observation, I bap- 
tized, in the name ofthe Father, Son, 
and Holy Spirit, the person whose 
character and confession has been giv- 
en above. QO that the Lord may 
cleanse him from all sin inthe blood 
of Jesus, and purify his heart by the 
influences of the Holy Spirit. May 
he be the first fruits of a great har- 
vest ; one of millions who shall be- 
jieve and be saved from the wrath to 
come. 


CHINA. 
FROM THE REV. R. MORRISON. 
Canton, January \1, 1814. 
My dear Sir, 
Yours of September 14, 1812, and 


January 1, 1815, came safely to hand, 
‘The second grant of the British and 
loreign Bible Society of 500/. to aid 
in translating, printing, and circulat- 
ing the Holy Scriptures in China, was 
received with due feelings of respect 
and esteem for that beuevolent Insti- 
tution. 

Ibeg to inform the Society, that 
the Translation of the New ‘Testa- 
ment, carrying on at this place into 
the Chinese language, has been com- 
pleated, and I hourly expect the last 
sheet from the press. 

The arrival of my colleague, the 
Rev. William Miine, suggested a 
practicable and sure mode of circula- 


tion, which I did not previously pos- 


sess. He is about to proceed to Java, 
Malacca, and Penang, for the purpose 
of circulating among the Chinese set- 
tlers in those places, the New Testa- 
mentsin- Chinese. Without a person 
deeply interested in the work, the 
distribution of them would go on but 
slowly ; the number of Chinese in 
those places is said to be two or threg 
hundred thousand. 

We wish moreover to estabiish a 
Chinese press in ane of those places, 
for the purpose of printing the Holy 
Scriptures free from that continual 
apprehension of interruption under 
which we labor here, as long as the 
Chinese Government is incapable of 
perceiving the innocence and benevo- 
lence of our work. 

Two thousand copies of the New- 
Testament sre now passing through 
the press, which will cost about 3.818 
Spanish dollars, (of which 1 herewith 
send you an account.) exciusive of the 
expense of distribution. 

Allow me to notice, that I give this 
Translation to the world, not as a 
perfect Translation. That some sen- 
tences are obscure, that some might 
be better rendered, I suppose to be 
matter of course tn every Translation 
made by a foreigner ; and im particu- 
Jar in a Translation of the sacred 
Scriptures, where paraphrase is not to 
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be admitted. All whoknow me, will 
believe the honesty of my intentions, 
and I have dore my best. It only re- 
mains, that [commitit by prayer to 
the Divine blessing. 

The Gospels, the closing Evpistles, 
and the Book of Revelation, are en- 
tirely my own translating The mid- 
die part ‘ofthe volume is founded on 
the sabes of some unknown individu- 
al, whose pious labors were deposit- 
edinthe British Museum. If took 
the liberty of altering and supplying 
what appeared to me to be requisite ; 

and I feel great pleasure in recording 
the benefit ‘which | first derived from 
the labors of my unknown pregleces- 
eor. 

The Chinese area docile, resona-

Batavia, Java, March 18] 4. 


® 1 left China in the ship James 
Drummond, on the 14th of February, 
with a ‘Peacher, Type-cutter and ser- 
vants. Wehad on board 456 Chi- 
neve emigrants, among whom I dis- 
tributed 25 compiete copies of the 
Chinese New ‘Pesiament, end had 
the plea sure to see those Pagans read. 
ing in their own tongue the wonder- 
ful works of God! Perhaps these 
Were the first twenty-five complete 
Chinese Testaments that ever were 
distributed. Wetouched at the Isl- 
and of Banca, where the Chinese 
were landed. This island is of con- 
siderable size; was formerly under 
the Sultan of Palembang ; is now in 
the hands of the English. as one cf 
the dependencies of Java, and at pre- 
sent chiefly valaable for its tin mines, 
in which the Chinese are mostly em- 
Ployed. The Chinese population in 
Banea, and Palembang, may be up- 
wards of 5.000. ‘The E nglish have a 
Settlement at Palembang. Captain

ty to mention,) Sub Lieutenant Go. 
vernor, received me with much kind. 
ness, and cheerfully offered to aid me 
in the distribution of the sacred Scrip- 
tures among the Chinese. I leit lim 
23 copies of the Chinese New ‘iesia- 
ment. 

Before I jeft Banca, Lhad the sat- 
isfaction to know, thet Captain Court 
had sent six copies af the New Testa- 
ment to one of (he tin mines, with or- 
ders that they should be sent about 
from one Chinese to another. He 
kindly promised to transmit to me af 
Macoa an account how the Tesia- 
ments were received, and what ef. 
fects he may observe ; and farther, 
that he would. while on the I: land, 
be our Agent for the disiribution of 
the Scriptures which we mig'it send 
to Banca. 

We arrived at Batavia onthe 10th 
of March. Since l landed i have dis- 
tributed 27 Chinese New Testaments; 
they have hitherto been well received, 
and I have the pleasure of seeing them 
read, as I occasionally pass the shops. 
Perhaps you may be ready to blame 
me for not distributing more in a 
fortnight, but my plan does not ad. 
mit of haste I go as often as I can 
from shop to shop ; sit down and con- 
verse, as well asl am able, on gene- 
ral subjects, endeavouring to ascer- 
tain who can read ; and where I find 
a family of this description, I gene- 
vally give a ‘Testament. 

MARCH 27, 1814. 

I had yesterday an interview with 
the Hon. T. S. Raffles, the Governor 
of Java, who professed a high appro- 
bation of my object; said that Go 
vernment would do all they consis- 
tently could to forward it, and that 
he would grant me the use of the Go- 
vernment Press. 

APRIL, 21, 1814 

I wrote to you by the Isabella on 
the 23d of March in which I inform. 
ed you of my arrival at Java. Since 
I came here, | have distributed near- 
Jy 300 complete copies of New Testa- 























monts among the Chinese, aud co- 
pies of the first chapter of Genesis.— 
Y have supplied eight Chinese schools 
with Testaments tor the Schoolmas- 
ters, and am happy to think they are 
used as school books. Yesterday 2 
schoolmaster called on me with four 
fine boys about eleven years of age, 
who read through their four cfassical 
books ; he wished to have books tor 
them and for other scholars, With 
which I cheerfully supplied him. 

The principal Chinese Captain has 
received a Testament which I sent 
him, and most of tle Chinese inferior 
officers also. In the temple of the 
Goddess Kwan-yun I deposited three 
‘Testaments for the use of the Priests. 

This moment an old man has lett 
metowhom I gave books; he ex- 
preseed himself thus; ** The little one 


(i.e. }) last evening received two 
books froin you great one; I could 
not sleep; I looked and read, but 


could not comprehend above the half: 
tT hope you will explain tome: I beg 
you to forgive my rade request.” = At- 
ter explaining, as well as I ecoalid, 
parily by writing, vy by speak- 
ing, hetold me—*' If heaven prosper 
me, I propose to return to Tokeen, 

(a province in China,) and will dis- 

tribute and lend these good books to 
my brothers andto my relations ” I 
gave him a ‘Testament io the hope 
that, probably, he might be as good 
ashis word. ‘I'wo fine boys about 
nine years ofage are just gone out: 
they were sent by their parents for 
books. Yesterday I had seventeen 
Chinese visitors, most of whom either 
came for books, or brought their re- 
Jations to obtain them.

At the reception of such interesting 
intelligence from this devoted and ex- 
cellent Missionary, the Committee of 
the Religious Tract Society felt a 
high degree of pleasure, which they 
hope will be cordially and fully share- 
ed by every reader ofhis letter ; and 
as the subject required immediate 
consideration, a Special Meeting was 
held, at which it was agreed to de- 
vote One Hundred Pounds to the 
Atti of Tracts in the Chinese lan. 

uage. 

The Empire of China, which is 
supposed to include almost a third part 
of the population of the earth, has 
long presented a most interesting and 
affecting spectacle to the Christian 
Philanthropist. Hehas been deeply 
grieved to behold such a mighty mass 
of blind and stupididolatry, with alt 
its attendant degradations and cruel- 
ties; and has eagerly looked for the 
interposition of a merciful Providence, 
by which that Gospel might be intro- 
duced into China “ which is mighty 
through God to the casting down 
imaginations, and every high thing 
that exalteth itself against tie knowl- 
edge of God.” 

This long expected time appears to 
have arrived. Mr. Morrison, a truly 
Chistian Missionary, has acquired the 
Chinese language; has translated and 
published the Holy Scriptures in that 
language , and two thousand copies 
of the “New Testament are now in 
course of circulation, and also fifteen 
thousand Religious Tracts. He has 
been joined by Mr. Milne, who prom- 
ises to be a ver y able coadjutor ; and 
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although they are not at present per- 
mitted to enter China, yet the dis- 
persion of the Scriptures and the 
Tracts among the numerous Chinese 
who dwell on the borders of the Im. 
pire and in our Eastern Settlements, 
will surely introduce the light and 
truth of the Gospel into the very heart 
of that Kingdom ; and to the atten- 
tion of hree Hundred Millions of 
people, who are characterised “as 
reading much, and among whom 
Fracts, inculcating idoJatrous Impile- 
ties, have been known and used for 
ages.” 

Since the foregoing lines were pre- 
pared for the press, letters have been 
received from Mr. Milne; from which 
it appears that he had proceeded on 
his voyage, in company with 456 
Chinese ; among whom he distributed 
the Tracts ; and left others at Palem- 
bang, where the Chinese are nume- 
rous. At Batavia they were eagerly 
received and read by the Chinese ; 
and having supplied eight Chinese 
Schools, he had the pleasure of see- 
ing them used as School Books, and 
had witnessed the children carrying 
them toand from Schoo].—The Pa- 
rents of others had sent them to re- 
quest Tracts from Mr. Milne.

He was a man of considerable 
talents, and was able to speak and 
write the Creole, Dutch, Danish. 
German and English languages,— 
Will the vear 1767 he was a slave ; he 
first purchased the friedel of his 
wife ; and then labored hard to gain 
iis own liberty; which he at last ef. 
fected, afler much entreaty, and ng 
payment ofa considerable sum. By 
degrees he purchased the emancipa. 
tion ef his six children. He learned 
the business of a mason so well, that 
he was appointed master-mason to 
the royal buildings, and had the 
honor to lay the foundation-stone of 
six Christian Chapels, for the use of 
the United Brothern. His gifts for 
preaching were good and remarkably 
acceptable, not only to the Negroes 
but to many of the Whites. He 
epent even whole nights in visiting 
the different plantations ; yet was by 
no means puffed up, but ever retained 
the character of an humble servant 
of Christ. When death approached, 
he sent for his family. His children 
and grand children assembled round 
the bed of the sick parent. He sum- 
moned up all his strength, sat up in 
the bed, uncovered his venerable 
head, adorned with locks as white as 
snow, and addressed them thus :— 

‘*T rejoice exceedingly, my dearly 
beloved children, to see you ounce 
more together before my departure; 
for I believe that my Lord and Sa- 
viour will soon come and take your 
father home to himself. You know, 
wy dear children, that my chief con- 
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cern has been respéeting you, aad 
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long as I was with you; how fic. 


qhently I have exhorted you with 
tears not to neglect the day of grace ; 
but to surrénder yourselves, with 
soul and body, to your God and Re- 
deemer, to follow hin faithfully —
